The application has been amended as follows: claims 10 and 12 are canceled; in 
claim 1, line 9 after "and" insert -wherein-; in line 10 delete [including] and insert - 
includes-; after "board" insert wherein the electromagnetic shield includes gaps near 
the electronic device, the gaps being devoid of conductive material, and wherein the 
gaps are positioned and sized such that the electromagnetic shield provides a sufficient 
amount of attenuation of electromagnetic emissions from the electronic device-; in 



claim 1 1 , line 1 after "board" insert -assembly- and after "including:" insert - a circuit 
board including-; in the last line of claim 1 1 delete [ground] and insert -reference 
voltage-; after "plane" insert -; and an electrically conductive gasket positioned on the 
socket and extending at least partly around a circumference of the socket, wherein the 
electrically conductive gasket is configured to couple electrically between the skirt and 
the socket and to form a portion of the electromagnetic shield-; in claim 19 in the last 
line after "plane" insert -; and providing gaps in the electromagnetic shield, wherein the 
gaps are positioned and sized such that the electromagnetic shield provides a sufficient 
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amount of attenuation of electromagnetic emissions from the electronic device, wherein 
the gaps are devoid of conductive material and located near the electronic device-.
